Riebling and his wifo lived happily to

gethor, bnt last night they quarrelled.
Bho called him a branded criminal, and

aid she would exposo his socret to the
world, whereupon he rushed to a closet,
erasned a butcber-knif- o with a kcen-edgo- d

blade eight inches long, and thrust it into
his body eight times, inflicting four wounds
abovo the heart and four in tho abdomen,
any ono of which would have proved fatal.

Mrs. Riebling and the four children were
helpless spectators to this sceno.

Hue stood Bpctchioss, as if paralyzed, and
tho children crouched in a corner horror-- ,
stricken at tho sight, too much afraid to
apeak or cry.

Itiebling fell bleeding to the floor. Ilia
wifo hoard him murmur soniothing and that
aroused hct.

"Take my head in your lap," she heard
him say.

The children then began to cry and the

mother soreamed. Their outcries brought
ilenry Winckcl, who keeps a saloon in the
building, to the scene.

heavy seas, sho will bo as stanch as over
after an overhauling.

tripped of overy vestige of canvas, whlcn

A Corpse Found In tbe Moravian
